Rev. Wolcott Speaks 
At St. Paid M. E. 


Speaking at the harvest festival 


of the downtown churches at St.

Walcoti, pastor of First Baptist 
church, used as his subject, "Still 
Thankful." 


"It takes a confirmed optimist 


to be thankful for all things this 
year. We are.jpainfully. aware-that 
we are living in a 'rum-revenue- 
ridden' age. Sometimes we feel 
more like weeping than singing. 
The juniper bush looks attractive 
and we are more prone to hesi- 
tate and wait, than to buckle on 
the armor for new battles," he 
said. "Nevertheless, adverse con- 
ditions and a few reverses at 
weak points in the line cannot 
long discourage those who have 
had a vision of God. 'Upward and 
onward' are the only order which 
the armies of righteousness rec- 
ognize. They may be pushed back 
a little at some points along the 
line, but they will never sound a 
retreat." 


Grateful For Dry Vote. 


Dr. Walcott thanked God for 


the multitudes who have not lost 
their appetite for a dry nation, 
pointing out that more than 20 
counties in Nebraska voted against 
repeal. "This influential minority 
has it within its power to shape 
legislation for more adequate con- 
trol of the uncontrollable business 
than has been achieved by any of 
the wet eastern states," he de- 
clared. 
^ Referring to the economic and 
social order, Dr. Walcott said that 
"The trouble is, we went off the 
gold standard, but did not get on 
the God standard. The challenge 
of the times is to make the main 
business of life the establishing 
of loving relations between all 
social classes and races." He said

MURDER VICTIM 


Los Angeles Grand Jury 
Probes Mystery Death 


Three Months Age. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 29—(AP) 


—A letter hinting of 
murder 


brought the death of Jerry Jar- 
negin, actor and song writer, be- 
fore the Los Angeles grand jury 
today. 


A coroner's jury decided the 


actor had committed suicide when 
he was found shot to death in his 
home three months ago, but mem- 
bers of 
the criminal complaints 


committee of the grand jury dis- 
closed they had received new evi- 
dence indicating Jarnegin did not 
take his own life. 


The new information was con- 


tained in a letter, now in the 
hands of the jury. Committeemen 
declined to disclose the name of 
the writer or to discuss this un- 
expected development. 


Shot During Party. 


Jarnegin died in his home last 


August 19 amid the laughter of a 
gay little dinner party given by 
his wife, Irene Franklin, musical 
comedy actress. He was alone in 
the living room, his wife and three 
guests said, when their laughter 
was broken by a revolver shot. 
His wife has insisted he killed 
himself, although she said he had 
been in a cheerful mood, and could 


offer no reason why he should 
want to take his own life. 


Jarnegin was found dead, his 


body slumped over a chair, with a 
bullet wound in his right temple. 
Strangely, police found the gun in 
another chair about six feet away. 


In the dining rom awaiting 


Jarnegin when the shot was heard 
were Miss Franklin; her niece, 
Dorothy Watson, Lake Charles, La; 
William 
Green, 
Miss Watson's 


fiance, also of Lake Charles; and 
Mrs. Wally Klein, a friend of the 
Jarncgins. 


Houscboy Beat Wife. 


The actor's death came a few 


weeks after he and his wife ac- 
cused Lawrence Thomas of beat- 
ing Miss Franklin with a table leg 
because he had been discharged as 
houseboy. 
Thomas was free on 


bail at the time. 
Last week he 


was 
convicted of assault 
and 


sentenced to 40 days in jail. 


Police explained the presence of 


the revolver in a chair six feet 
away from the body by supposing 
that Miss Franklin had picked it 
up from the floor in an moment of 
hysteria and thrown it onto the 
:hair. She was unable to recall 
:he details of the first few minutes 
after htr husband was found dead.

vise testified they were too ex- 
cited to remmeber whether any of 
hem had picked up the long bar- 
reled pistol, which belonged to 
Jarnegin.

Analysis of the vote on the 


amendment this year and that in

reveals that repeal ran up 


a larger majority in proportion 
to the total vote cast than did 
prohibition 18 years ago. The re- 
peal majority of 109,967 out of a 
total vote of 546,181 is 20 per 
cent, while prohibition polled an 
11 
per 
cent 
majority 
on 


the same basis in 1916. Repeal 
"out downed" prohibition, when 
the total votes are contrasted on 
a different basis. The prohibition 
vote in 1916 was 146,574, 55 per 
cent of the total vote cast on the 
amendment, 263,706. The repeal 
vote in 1934 was 328,074, 60 per 
cent, approximately, of the total 
vote cast, 546,181. 


While these statistics may, or 


may not mean anything, in view 
of the lack of common factors due 
to the lapse of 18 years, it is in- 
teresting to note that prohibition 
polled at the ratio of less than iy4 
to 1 in 1916, while repeal polled 
at the ratio of iy, to 1 18 years 
later. Drys may take some com- 
fort from the fact that, while the 
total vote cast on the amendment 
this year was more than twice as 
great as the total vote cast on the 
prohibition amendment in 1916, 
the swing to the wets was slight 
m proportion to the increased 
vote. On the other hand, the in- 
crease is accounted for principal- 
ly by the women's vote. Women's 
suffrage came after the 1916 elec- 
tion, and the first time they had a 
chance to vote on liquor was this 
year. 


A scrutiny of Lancaster coun- 


ty's vote on the two liquor ques- 
tions indicates that, while the 
county clung to its traditional dry 
opinion, the voting population was 
wetter in 1934 than it was in 1916. 
The county gave state prohibition 
10,720 votes, 66 per cent of the 
total vote cast 18 years ago re- 
corded at 16,238. In 1934, how- 
ever, the county cast 20,646 votes 
against repeal in a total vote of 
37.246, or only 55 per cent of the 
total, a loss of 11 per cent on a 
comparative basis. In the 18-year 
interval, the county's voting pop- 
ulation more than doubled. 


Douglas county, at the same 


time, was following Lancaster's 


lead and also was getting wetter 
as the years rolled by. Douglas 
county opposed prohibition with 
majority of 61 per cent of the. 
total vote cast in that county in 
1916, and gave repeal a huge ma- 
jority of 84 per cent of the total 
vote last November 7. 


The majority 
which Douglas 


county rolled up for repeal is sig- 
nificantly disproportionate to the 
total vote the county cast on the 
repeal amendment in proportion 
to the state-wide total. Repeal was 
given a majority of approximately 
54,000 votes in the metropolitan 
county, approximately 50 per cent 
of the majority repeal received in

THANKSGIVING. 


A 


GREAT many men may say to 
themselves 


Thursday they haven't much to be thankful 


for. 
They haven't made as much money during 


the year dragging to a close as they had hoped. 
They haven't been able to save any they did earn. 
Or, in numerous cases, they still may be looking 
for that job, which for a year or longer has eluded 
them. The real sympathy goes to the chap in the 
last role. 


Of all institutions, Thanksgiving is the most typ- 


ically American. 


It started here. It was a part of the noble ex- 


periment. It continues as an expression of grati- 
tude for the success of its initial humble beginning. 
It is impossible to disassociate from the spirit of 
Thanksgiving the fact that it symbolized thankful- 
ness for the material blessings of physical security. 
The harvest had been successful. 
The colonists 


could look forward to winter without apprehen- 
sion and fear. They were an appreciative people, 
as well as a religious people, who had not been 
accustomed to recognize rights. So far as the old 
world is concerned, it was long afterward before 
any European people came to expect a recognition 
of their rights. And the colonists themselves, un- 
trained and untutored in liberty, could not have 
been expected to be so conscious of the full sig- 
nificance of freedom. 


There is much for the average American to be 


thankful for. 
He still occupies the top pinnacle 


In the world. Notwithstanding all of the discus- 
sions of an abridgement of constitutional liberty, it 
is his privilege and his good fortune to be living 
in a democracy. And within that democracy, de- 
spite its shortcomings, he possesses greater free- 
dom of thought and action than is enjoyed In any 
other country. He lives in a nation with the more 
sensitive social conscience. He is a citizen of a 
country In which greater concern for his welfare 
is exhibited than elsewhere. These are real and 
tangible gifts. If there be any to doubt their val- 
ue, the question would be removed by a short visit 
to any section in continental Europe 
or 
Asiatic 


lands. Democracy is worth the struggle, worth the 
sacrifice, worth the price which it exacts. Its heav- 
iest price is unselfishness, vigilance, and intelli- 
gence. 


On the material side, there is much to merit 


Thanksgiving. The living standards still remain 
above the level maintained in other countries. 
In 


the matter of the comforts of home, in the ade- 
quacy of food, and finally in the general distribu- 
tion of conveniences and luxuries, 
the 
average 


American is better off than his European cousin. 


But the greatest occasion for Thanksgiving is the 


capacity of the American people to revise and to 
remould their ideas of life. It ushers in a new 
spirit of meekness and humility. 
Men no longer 


dream extravagantly of great riches. That day is 
over. They -will be thankful for the opportunity 
and the ability to amass a modest 
competence. 


They no longer dream of industrial and financial 
conquest, which would leave them in the giant's 
position, astride their fallen victims. In the light 
of what has happened, this vain struggle for pow- 
er for its sake alone seems rather futile. The mass 
thought of America is more along the old line in- 
sofar as it reflects individual ambition and hope. 
And that goes back to th« original conception of 
Thanksgiving. It is a sound, safe, and wholesome 
foundation on which to build.

SELECTIVE IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


T 


HERE it much to commend In George Peek's 


proposal for a revision of certain of the tar- 


iff schedules downward. Recently Mr. Peek said: 


"We should pursue a policy of selective exports 


and imports, sending abroad, preferably in manu- 
factured form, those products we can best pro- 
duce, 
particularly 
those 
agricultural products 


which are the back bone of our foreign trade and 
our domestic prosperity, taking, in return, those 
raw materials and manufactured products we need 
and do not produce, such as tea, coffee, rubber, 
silk, and many other commodities, the importa- 
tion of which will improve our standards of living 
and not affect seriously our industries." 


There is some sense to that. It has been appar- 


ent that all countries have suffered because of the 
tariff barriers imposed. In the fever of strict na- 
tionalism, those barriers were built without regard 
to facts and to reason. The orlly hope of rebuild- 
ing foreign trade so sorely needed by all nations 
is to provide for an exchange of goods mutually 
beneficial to all. 
That is the principle embodied 


in selective imports and exports. 


CHICAGO AND THE SEAWAT. 


S 


O LONG as New York City alone was fighting 


the Great Lakes-St Lawrence seaway devel- 


opment plan there seemed to be a good 
chance 


that it would ultimately prevail over the opposi- 
tion. But now that Chicago has joined New York 
in fighting it and has succeeded 
in placing the 


Mississippi valley association on record as hostile 
to the project the outlook is far from promising. 


Though a large section of the middle west de- 


sires to see a deep water channel opened for sea- 
going vessels from the interior, Chicago has some 
other fish to fry which causes her to take the con- 
trary side. The Windy City's primary interest ap- 
parently centers in being permitting to divert 
enough water from Lake Michigan to carry away 
her vast amount of sewage through the drainage 
canal into the Illinois river. This means lower- 
ing the lake level, and that in turn would leave 
the water too shallow in places for the movement 
of freight vessels. All other 
lakes want the water 
routes

against them, and have become the new medical 
wonder. Except for a little minor expense money 
and $25 from the Ontario government, Dr. Dafoe 
has received nothing for his hard work, and has 
asked for nothing. He still calls himself

plain country doctor.

^MTHE price paid for "Baby Face" Nelson

•"• high. It was the lives of two exceptionally 
able and courageous secret service operatives, who 
on many occasions gambled with death in order 
to wipe out crime. 


The episode should not be permitted to pass 


without directing attention to that phase of the 
federal government's thrust against the desperate 
gangster element which is being wiped out slowly. 
There will be the deepest regret that two brave 
men had to die in order to bring a bloodthirsty 
killer to justice. And yet, that is the type of law 
enforcement which will terminate the activities of 
organized gangs. 
When their leaders and their 


members understand that the law enforcement of- 
ficials intend to shoot it out, the gangster will be 
driven to cover. For after all, he values his life. 
He takes the risks solely because there is an ele- 
ment of egotism which leads him to believe he 
can beat the rap. 
This is being disproved rather 


thoroughly in recent months. The federal forces 
have done a remarkable and a magnificent job of 
it.

SWORD-RATTLING. 


CJWORD-HATTLING in Europe has reached a 
^ 
pitch not equalled since the outbreak of the 


World war. Apparently the only thing that keeps 
old enemies from springing at each other's throats 
is because they have not the money to finance 
another conflict but the situation has its dangers. 
Even America is not left completely out of the pic- 
ture. Japan is demanding a navy equal to Uncle 
Sam's and to Great Britain's. If Japan abrogates 
the Washington naval treaty, dispatches from Lon- 
don state that America might seek a naval tie-up 
with the British fleet in case of attack against 
either. 


News from abroad tells of military understand- 


ings, if not alliances, between France and Russia, 
and between Germany and Japan. It is no secret 
that all of the large European nations have war 
machines equal or nearly so their forces at the 
start of the great war. There are a dozen places 
where excuses could be found for starting another 
war—the Saar valley. Hitler's widening power, the 
assassination of King Alexander, Japan's disputes 
with Russia, to mention a few. 


Bluffing plays a major role in the

game of war. The nation or nations with the 
largest forces act no less than bullies to obtain 
their aims.

Be 
that as it may, the society men- 
tioned awards an annual prize, to 
a notable French author consid- 
ered worthy of the honor. After 
examining all the best modern 
books the committee appointed for 
the purpose could not find any 
living author who merited the dis- 
tinction. It must have been a try- 
ing experience, and doubtless the 
decision provoked the rage of 
countless "bright young things. 


Notwithstanding the award was 


made. The committee turned from 
the fields of today's vaunted fruit- 
fulness to French'literature of the 
past, and in the absence of a de- 
serving modern they gave the 
prize to no other than the great 
Balzac himself. Who dares dispute 
the justice of their decision?

ANSWER. 


No, if your inquiry refers to an 


increasing 
appreciation 
of 
the 


great composers, but yes, if you 
refer to the type of music of more 
recent schools of composition. The 
manifold tendencies and move- 
ments of today have had a detri- 
mental effect on the divine art of 
ninstrelsy and song. Nationalism 
las produced exotic music, and 
he mechanical stimulus in which 
we are all caught is revealed in 
composers who are nothing if not 
modern to the minute. 


The defeatism, agitation and, 


other pathological symptoms of 
:he first half of the present cen- 
:ury find expression in the music 
which 
either 
advocates 
escape 


from all standards or blind sub- 
mission to an intolerable fate. The 
influences which dominate paint- 
ers, p.oets and novelists have like- 


wise dominated musicians. The re- 
lation between the melody and its 
harmonic setting Is no longer 
friendly. The dreary grind and 
monotonous similarity of the jazz 
which floods our homes and places 
of public entertainment is the 
symbol of a primitive and unde- 
veloped musical instinct. 


I advise you to read C. Lam- 


bert's book, "Music Ho! A Study 
of Music in Decline." It challenges 
every 
music-lover's preferences 


and distastes in a striking way, 
and should be studied by all who, 
like yourself, have to train our 
high school children in matters 
musical. May I add that, after 
listening to their orchestras in the 
east and the middle west, I am 
convinced that these organizations 
are rooting a cultivated apprecia- 
tion of the best music in the hearts 
of our youngsters. On several oc- 
casions when appearing before 
state conventions of public school 
principals and teachers I have 
been impressed with the excel- 
lence of the renditions by youth- 
ful secondary school orchestras. 
Like Walter Damrosch, I believe 
we should seek to make the love 
and appreciation of great music a 
national undertaking, and the best 
people to begin with are the 
children.

fine it in terms. She answered him 
that she would gladly do so if she 
could only find the words. Miss 
Webb is a very able authoress 
with a fine vocabulary and more 
than average mental gifts. Hence, 
her testimony confirms your feel- 
ing that the deepest streams are 
silent.

minds? If you want to give this 
gentleman a Roland for his Oliver, 
read 
Plato on Socrates, 
then 


adopt the philosopher's method of 
asking endless questions yourself.

Even the essence of the most ob- 
vious things, as I have frequently 
pointed out, is well nigh incapable 
of being expressed in words.

First of New Wells 


At Ashland Finished 


The first of two new wells be- 


ing added to the city's Ashland 
supply system was finished Wed- 
nesday. Bedrock was. reached at 
51 feet. The second well is about 
half way to bedrock. Both wells 
are of the gravel-pack type, the 
first having a steel tube 26 inches 
in diameter, and the second, con- 
crete. Each is packed with gravel 
about two feet thick. 


Because of the variable 
speed 


of the new pumps, it is expected 
they will cost slightly more than 
the $1,500 paid for those now in 
use at the wells. The variable 
speed will regulate the flow so 
that it will conform to that going 
to the big reservoir from the pur- 
ification plant now under con- 
struction. 


When the new wells are placed 


in service the capacity of the Ash- 
land 
station will be 
increased 


irom 10 million to 32 million gal- 
lons daily. In addition lo the two 
new pumps to be installed in the 
well line another booster pump is 
lo be installed at Ihc pumping 
slation to increase Ihe flow to Lin- 
coln.

PRICE OBJECTS 


TO BOND DEALS 


Hears County Treasurers 


Resell Optionals to 


Private Firms. 


Complaints have come to State 


Auditor Price from several places 
in Nebraska that some of 
the 


county treasurers have been as- 
sisting agents for firms dealing m 
public securities to buy up bonds 
of cities, villages, school districts, 
and counties at par. when the 
bonds are worth a premium on the 
market, so that the sellers fail to 
receive what is justly due them. 


County treasurers act as fiscal 


agents for various bond-issuing 
subdivisions, and when an issue 
falls due for payment the govern- 
mental unit owing the money de- 
posits it with that 
official, who 


pays off the obligations as they 
are presented' at his office. 


Many securities are 
issued to 


mature at the end of 20 or 30 
years, but may be paid at the op- 
tion of the debtor city, county, or 
other subdivision 
after 5 or 10 


years have elapsed. Sometimes the 
option is exercised, and sometimes 
the bonds are allowed to run the 
full term. 
Recently, Auditor Price is in- 


formed, several county treasurers 
have notified holders of optional 
bonds to present them for pay- 
ment. This was done notwith- 
standing that the debtor subdi- 
visions were not ready to pay off 
the bonds. In such instances, the 
treasurer after getting them in 
resold them to a private firm. 
The bonds could then be sold 
again at a substantial premium to 
some other investor. 


Price believes this practice un- 


fair to Nebraska citizens who 
have put their money into local 
securities and must find some 
other investment when the ones 
they have are paid off. The hold- 
er of bonds naturally supposes, 
when he gets word from 
the 


county treasurer to bring them 
in and get his money, that the 
city, village, school district, or 
county, as the case may be, is 
paying them off. The law would 
not compel, him to turn them in 
for the benefit of a private buyer 


The state auditor may send a 


letter to all county treasurers 
wainmg them against such trans- 
actions.

lation of the rules. 
The official 


who is constantly looking for the 
opportunity to call a foul can 
see one on virtually every play. 


Suc)i an official 
can actually 


ruin any game in which he works. 
And nothing- is more irritating; to 
the average spectator than to be 
compelled to watch a referee tak- 
ing the ball in hand and measur- 
ing off penalty yardage as often 
as was in evidence last Saturday 
afternoon. 
IN THIS connection it should be 


understood that the referee 


may not have been—probably was 
not—the official 
who 
saw 
the 


foul and thereby called for the 
penalty. 
The referee, under the 


rules, is in charge of the ball, 
which makes it his duty to assess 
the punishment in forfeited yards. 


I mention this fact for the rea- 


son that a substantial portion of 
a football audience may be heap- 
ing unjust imprecations on the 
referee, oblivious to the fact that 
it was some other official 
who 


called the foul. 


In following college football for 


some 40 years, I came to the con- 
clusion long ago that intelligent, 
competent officiating 
is 
one of 


the game's rarities. To be fully 
competent, the official 
who can 


rightfully be listed in that cate- 
gory must have an abundance of 
backbone. In other words, cour- 
age. 


Which brings me around to the 


confession that the officials who 
were so unsatisfactory to "X. A." 
last Saturday certainly couldn't 
be accused of lacking intestinal 
fortitude. In that respect, at least.

Anything above that and they'd 
have you arrested. Anything im- 
mediately below and you're a born 
leader of men. 


On this basis, I'm afraid John- 


son will not do. Far from being 50 
per cent bad, he's so close to 100 
per cent good mat they say he's 
even thinking of retiring from a 
soft job because some mug in the 
left field bleachers may not en- 
tirely approve of him.

direct "parity" payments to cot- 
ton producers. At present, some 
of these taxes are spent on the 
job of administration.

This poignant paragraph from 


the pen of "G. D." made my 
heart ache not only for him, but 
for all the grown-up boys and 
girls who never learned how to 
mingle naturally and easily with 
their fellow-men and who there- 
fore go through life tormented by 
the belief that they are different, 
queer or otherwise set apart. 


This personal isolation comes 


about through many causes, is in- 
variably resultant from youthful 
incidents that in themselves seem 
insignificant. 


"G. D." says: "My older broth- 


ers leased me unmercifully, prob- 
ably with the intention of curing 
me of my bashfulness. but- it 
acted to the contrary. I ran away 
from home when I was fifteen to 
be free of this tormenting." 


Then "G. D." tells further how 


he built up a life of illusions 
within himself, which toppled like 
a house of cards when touched 
by the winds of realityr 


"The nearest thing to love that 


came my way after leaving home, 
until I met the girl I married, 
•was gotten from books. I became 
a voracious reader. My knowledge 
of women was gained through 
books I had read, and to me 
there was no such thing as a bad 
woman. They lived on high moun- 
tains of purity and all were good 
because God made them that 
way." 


But the woman he married was 


quite opposite from the idealized 
women of literature that he had 
known. In deepest despair, he en- 
listed and went to France "not 
to kill but to get killed." Fate 
decreed otherwise. He lived. But 
for 
many _years he hated all 


women. 


Of himself now, a middle-aged 


man, he says "I've reached a 
place where I can use a little 
logic and reason. I know n*w 
that I couldn't help doing the 
things I've done and that being 
so, it's not for me to judge the 
right or wrong that others may 
do. It seems that I've been at 
war most all my life and now I 
want peace and I want friends. 
I've wanted friends all my life."

SOVIET RUSSIA 
TO 


ABOLISH ITS BREAD 
RATIONING 
SYSTEM 


MOSCOW, Nov. 29—<*>)—Soviet 


Russia's bread rationing system is 
to be abolished at the beginning of 
the new year, and bread flour will 
be sold generally 
in 
Russian 


shops. 


The central committee of the 


communist party decided upon the 
move, announcing in a decree that 
the government now has collected 
enough grain to abolish the bread 
card system and still guarantee an 
adequate supply. 


The price is to be fixed midway 


between the present state prices 
and commercial prices. Increases 
also are to be made in state prices 
paid for hemp, flax, tobacco, cot- 
ton, fur and fish to protect pro- 
ducers 
against increases in the 


cost of bread. 


The committee also gave in- 


structions that wages, workers' 
pensions and money given to stud- 
ents will be increased to meet the 
advance. 


The numbers of retail shops also 


will be increased to 1,000 before 
next March to insure general dis- 
tribution of bread flour.
